With two pupils 4ead and 14 others {Il 
with diphtheria, the Board of Education 
and the Health Department are exercis- 
ing emergency measures in an effort to 
prevent further infection among pupils 
of the Rose Fanning School at Grace 

‘@nd McDonald avenues. 

Twelve cases developed in room at 
the school, which is for pupils of the 
firet grade, whose ages range from 6 
to 7 years. Fifty pupils are enrolled in 
this room, and all of them are under 
constant surveillance for symptoms of 


diphtheria. 

Mary Jane Scott, 6 years old, daugh- 
ter of Dr. Walter H. Scott, a dentist at 
Grand avenue and Utah street, was the 
second pupil whose illness was fatal. 
She died last Friday after being il! five 
Gays. 

The boy pupil, who died about a month 
ago, was Elmer Wetzel, who lived on 
Tennessee avenue and who sat across 
the aisle from Dr. Scott’s daughter. 

A third death among school children 
from diphtheria was that of George P. 
Burphy of 3258 Pennsylvania avenue, a 
pupil at St. Pius’ Parochial School, 
Grand avenue and Utah street, April 27. 
He was a son of Joseph Murphy. Pau! 
Rossman, 14 of 3701 McDonald avenue, a 
pupil at this school, also is ill of diph- 
theria, as is his brother, Louis, 5, : 
kindergarten pupil at the Rose Fanning 
School. The two schools are two bicecks 
apart. 

Three Pupils Are Sent Home. 

Seven new cases déveloped Tuesday 
afternoon, making a total of 16, just at 
a time when officials of the Board of 
Education’ and the Health Department

absentee pupils: 

Dr. Scott, whose daughter died, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday he 
would recommend to the Board of Edu- 
Cation that the school be closed for 14 
days. Incubation in diphtheria cases 
develope within 14 days, he said, and 
the closing of the school for that time 
would allow all cases to develop indi- 
vidually at home without exposing every 
child in the school to further risks. 

Ben Blewett, Superintendent of 
Schools, when told of Dr. Scott's rec- 
ommendation, said he thought better re- 
sults would be obtained by keeping the 
Rose Fanning School open. By keeping 
the pupils in school, Blewett said, phy- 
sicians can watch their symptoms dail; 
and make an earlier discovery gf diph- 
theria if it develops. 

The first diphtheria case developed 
about two montlis ago, and a month 
ago Elmer Wetzel died. Since then the 
entire schoo) building has been fumi- 
gated once and room 22, where all the 
cases have developed, has been fumi- 
gated twice. Temperatures of pupils 
were taken daily for a time. 

A physician and a nurse are now being 
kept at the schoo! all day. 

Principal Underwood thinks the fail- 
ure to find a diphtheria carrier in the 
school indicates the first case of diph- 
therla was contracted by a pupil play- 
ing in the streets or at a moving pic- 
ture show. He Delieves the spread of 
diphtheria was due to an incorrect diag- 
nosis made by the physician who treat- 
ed Virgil Springer, and who declared 
his case to be tonsilitis. Dr. Stewart 
found, after the boy had been returned 
and had associated with other ciildren, 


that the disease was diphtheria.

Ultimatum, Backed by Warship, 
Calls for Payment for Loss 
in Revolution.

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, May 5.— 
The British diplomatic répresentative at 
Port au Prince today delivered an ul- 
timatum to the Haitien Government, de- 
manding the immediate payment of an 
indemnity of $62,000 to a British sub- 
ject in compensation for the destruction 
by fire of his sawmill during the Le- 
conte revolution. 

The ultimatum expires at 6 o’clock 

this evening. 
The British demand is supported by 
the presence here of the British cruiser 
Suffolk. The payment of this sum of 
money to the British subject in ques- 
tion, a man named Peters, had previ- 
ously been ordered by a court of ar- 
bitration. 

Immediately after the presentation of 
the British demand, the members of the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate 
met in joint session. The deliberations 
were marked by great excitement. Sen- 
ator Gauvin DWitterly reproached the 
Cabinet for not being able to meet the 
situation. There are no funds in hand 
with which to make the payment de- 
manded.

OF NEW CHARTER: 2 REFUSE

Election on June 30. 


Ask for Special 


Three official copies of the proposed 
new city oharter were sigaed by li of 
the 13 members of the Board of Free- 
holders at i p» m. Wednesday, thus com- 
pleting the work of the board, which 
was elected April 1, 1913. The official 
copies of the charter will be delivered 
to Mayor Kiel by the Freeholders in 
a body. He will keep one copy, and 
transmit a copy to the Council, and an- 
other to the House of Delegates. 

Chairman Jesse McDonald and Thom- 
as J. Rowe declined to sign the char- 
ter. Selden P. Spencer signed as vice 
and acting chairman of the board. The 
official copies also were signed by Sec- 
retary Wilbur B. Jones and former 
Judge Henry 8S. Caulfield, counsel. 

The board members tried to convince 
Judge McDonald that it was his duty 
as chairman of the board to sign the 
charter for its proper certification to 
the Mayor and the Municipal Assembly, 
despite the fact that he did not approve 
the instrument. 

Unnecessary, Says McDonald. 

Judge McDonald took the view that 
it was not necessary for its proper cer- 
tification for him to sign. 

Louis P. Aloe suggested that the 
board adopt a resolution requesting Mc- 
Donald and Rowe to sign to make sure 
that the certification was sufficient. The 
two members declared that they would 
not, even if the resolution were passed, 
sign the charter. 

Their objection to the charter is to its 
legislative scheme. The charter pro- 
vides that there shall be but one house 
of legislation to be known as the 
Board of Aldermen. Each of the 28 
wards will be entitled to one member, 
but all members will have to be nomi- 
nated at large and elected at large. Mc- 
Donald and Rowe would have accepted 
this scheme if the number of Aldermen 
had been reduced to 14, but when the 
board by a vote of 7 to 5, with one not 
voting, “adopted the provision for 28 
members, Rowe and McDonald decided 
that they could not accept the char- 
ter containing what they considered a 
fatal deficiency. 


Want Election on June 30. 

After Spencer had signed the charter. 
it was signed by 10 other members in 
this order: Louis P. Aloe, Thomas J 
Dalton, Edward Flad, Frederick D. 
Gardner, Charles Hertenstein, Charles 
Langeman, Samuel Rosenfeld. Charles 
W. Rutledge and Clinton E. Udell. 

The Freeholders will ask the Municipal 
Assembly to call a special election June 
390 to submit the charter to a vote of 
the people. Under the State Constitu- 
tion, the Board of Election Commission- 
ers requires only 32 days’ notice for 
calling a special charter election, while 
in other matters 70 days is necessary. 

As soon as the special election is 
called an active campaign will be started 
for the adoption of the charter. Many 
organizations already have indorsed the 
charter, and made provision for the ap- 
pointment of campaign committees. The 
Freeholders ordered that 75,000 copies of 
the charter be printed for distribution 
among the voters. 

A majority of the votes cast at the 
special election is all that is required to 
pass the charter. For charter amend- 
ments, a three-fifths majority is neces- 
sary. 

As Wednesday's meeting was regarded 
as the last official meeting of the Free- 
holders, the members decided to cele- 
trate what they considered an histori- 
occasion by having photographs made 


h* 


of themselves. Louis P. Aloe made ar- 


rangements for the photographer, and 
promised to present to eath member a 
framed copy of the photograph. 

The board did not adjourn sine die, 
but maintained its organization to meet 
any emergency that might arise. The 
board probably will not adjourn offi- 
Clally until, after the special. charter 
election, 

Had Mayor Kiel been in -his. office 
when the charter was signed, the mem- 
bers would have gone from their offices 
ia the Municipal Courts Building to his 
office in the city hall to present the of- 
ficial copies to him. But the Mayor 
had gone out to visit some of the city 
institutions, and it was necessary t» 
postpone the official presentation. 

Secretary Jones had specially printed 
copies, similar to the official copies, 
prepared for each member of the board. 
Although Rowe refused to sign the of- 
ficial copies, he signed most of the sou- 
venir copies for the other members. 
Judge McDonald declined to sign the 
souvenir copies. 

Board Prepares Statement. 

The board is preparing a statement to 
voters, describing briefly the principal 
features of the new charter. 

The board held 81 meetings in the 
preparation of the charter, which con- 
tains 78 printed pages. It is only half 
the length of the present charter, and 
contains 30 less pages than the charter 
submitted in 1910. 

The board had an appropriation of 
$25,000, but has spent to the present 
time only $11,714.10. Of this sum, $1,- 
068.72 was for publication of the charter 
in newspapers doing the city printing, 
in accordance with the ordinance au- 
thorizing the election of the board. 

Moving pictures were made of the 
board members leaving the Municipal 
Courts Building. These pictures wil] be 
used at the moving picture shows 
throughout the city in the charter cam- 
paign.

VERA CRUZ, May 6.—Amanda Alva- 
rido, straight-backed, sullen-eyed, come- 
ly, almost handsome of feature, faced 
Lieutenant-Colonel Theodore P. Kane in 
the provost court, defiantly admitting 
that she had tried to kill nrarines from 
a window in her house in the Calle Dm- 
peran.

You may do with me as you 
wish, but I shall ever be sorry that 
they arrested me before I had my re- 
venge for Felipe’s life.” 

For severgl days sentries on post near 
Senorita Alvarido’s house had been’ an- 
noyed by sniping, one bullet striking 
the canteen of a marine. Careful watch 
established the fact that shots were 
fired from the house occupied by the 
young woman, who comes of respectable 
family. 

Monday night a squad of marines 
rushed the house and caught the girl. 
A Mauser rifle lay on a table; empty 
cartridge shells were on the floor and 
powder stains were on her fingers. In- 
vestigation showed that during the 
fighting which attended the occupa- 
tion of the city, Felipe Alvarido was 
struck and killed by a stray bullet. 

His sister, who sought to avenge his 
death, was sentenced to six. months’ 
imprisonment, but this will probably 
be reduced, in view of the attendant cir- 
cumstances. 

Jilted Suitor Is Put Out. 

During the hearing Andraes Gonzales, 
whom she ts said to have jilted, volun- 
teered to testify against Senorita A\l- 
varido. He asserted that he knew at 
least eight Americans had fallen be- 
fore her rifle. This is doubted, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Kane ordered that 
Gonzales be put out of the courtroom. 
to teach him gallantry, and not to bear 
tales against women. 

Rosa Martinez, an elderly woman, 
was also before t-Colonel 
Kane on suspicion of haying been a 
sniper. The charge was not proved, but 
as rifles were found in the woman's 
dwelling she was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment for having con- 
cealed weapons in her house.

With the State’s case closed, the de- 
fense began the introduction of its tes- 
timony Wednesday at the trial of Mrs. 
Ada Owsley of 1219 Warren street on a 
second degree murder charge for shoot- 
ing and killing her husband, Benjamin 
Owslgy, at their home, March 1. 

Mrs. Rosa’ B.’ Owsley of 3836, Cottage 
avenue was again in attendance and 
eager to go on the stand and testify 
that Mrs. Ada Queer broke up her 
home. 

The defense scored a point at Tues- 
day afternoon’s session when it ob- 
tained from Judge Jones a ruling which 
made it impossible. to. put. Mrs. Rosa 
Owsley on the stand as a direct wit- 
ness for the State. 

This ruling was made after Agsistant 
Circuit Attorney McCullen had called 
as a witness Robert Owsley, son of Mrs. 
Rosa Owsley and stepson of Mrs. Ada 
Owsley. 

Testimony on Quarrels Ruled Ont. 

Owsley testified that he had known 
his stepmother 13 or 14 years and that 
she and his father were married in In- 
diana Dec. 28, 1909. For a time he lived 
with them. 

Owsley replied that he had heard his 
stepmother and his father quarrel in 
July, 1912, and in Fébruary, 1913. 

Charles P. Johnson, attorney for Mrs. 
Owsley, objected to this testimony, on 
the ground that the quarrels occurred 
so long ago that they could throw. no 
light on a motive for the shooting. 
Judge Jones sustained the objection. 

Mrs. Annie Williams of 3929 Parnell 
street testified that until last July she 
had lived at 1107 Palm street, and that 
for about two years the Owsleys.lived 
next door at 11% Palm street. She 
started to tell of hearing them quarrel, 
but the Judge made the same ruling 
as he made on Robert Owsley’s testi- 
mony.

Captain of Franconia Tells of Rescue 
of 13 Men. 

BOSTON, May 6.—The Cunard Line to- 
day received a report from Capt. Miller 
of the Franconia regarding the rescue 
of a part of the crew of the steamer 
Columbian, which was burned at sea. 
The wireless message, dated today, was 
as follows: 

“Received wireless from steamer Geor- 
gic, 11:24 a. m., May 4: ‘Seydlitz passed 
in 41:27 south, 0:07 west, a large steam- 
er burning all over. Hull high out of 
water, foremast and funnel gone.” 

“At the same time came a wireless 
from Sable Island requesting me to en- 
deavor to try identify steamer. At 12:15 
a. m. I received from the Associated 
Press: ‘Great alarm over Seydlitz report 
of big ocean liner afire. ‘Rescues by 
‘Franconia. Pi-ase send dispatch.’ 

“At that time rumor of rescue was 
not true. 

*On receipt of Georgic’s message I 
changed my course to‘cross position of 
burning steamer, arriving there at 32 
p. m. Could discern no trace of wreck. 
but deelded to encircle position at six 
miles, and at 3:30 p. m. sighted a boat 
on starboard bow. Being already pre- 
pared, the occupantd thereof were taken 
on board in a few minutes. The boet 
contained 13 men and a corpse lying 
awash in the bottom of the boat. 

“The survivors had used a trousers 
leg from the corpse on the end of a 
beat hook for a distress signal. The 
survivors were in a state of extreme ex- 
lustion and menta] collapse. ‘Sénie 
had been burned by fire. 

“They had been adrift # hours. Six 
were put under doctor’s care in the 
hospital and the others were given 
brandy and soup, bathed in hot water 
and put to bed. They immediately fell 
asleep. Little information was obtained 
from them. 

‘*The carpenter says the ship was the 
Columbian sailing from Antwerp, 12,000 
tons register. He was asleep and heard 
the alarm of fire and was coming along 
the deck, when an explosion occurred 
amidship under his feet, which blew 
him overboard. He was picked up by 
a boat. 

“A lamp trimmer’s son states that his 
father was coming forward calling for 
him when the deck blew up and the 
lamp trimmer fell into the burning 
nold, A quartermaster says that Capt. 
McDonald and several others were get- 
ting a third boat out when a big explo- 
sion:.took place. He does not know 
whether the captain and his boat were 
saved. The second officer got away 
with about 24 men, 10 minutes before 
the boat that was picked up. 

“All agree the fire started at mid- 
night, Sunday, from a cause unknown. 
In half an hour the whole ship, for- 
ward and amidships, was in flames, 
with constant violent explosions. The 
Wireless apparatus was wrecked.

who have tangoed to fame and fortune, | 
glided and whirled for two perform- 
ances over the Odeon stage Tuesday, 


and, with the aid of a supporting com- 
pany of six, exhibited the latter-day 
dances, from the much discussed Ar- 
gentine tango to the maxixe of recent 
craze. 

“Our aim is to uplift dancing, purify 
it and place it before the public in its 
proper light. When this has been done 
we feel convinced that no objection can 
possibly be urged against it on the 
grounds of impropriety,’’ says a leaflet 
prepared under Castle management. 
And the verdict of the audience was 
that the suggestiveness had been elimi- 
nated from the movements of the 
uancers, but that much acrobatic dar- 
ing, calculated to move the Puritan to 
ire, had been introduced. 

As modern exponents to society of the 
new dances, the Castles gave an exhibi- 
tion of dancing which could not be per- 
formed in any public dance hall or ball- 
Louis, owing to this same 
acrobatic tendency, which in the for- 
mer would be bound to overstep the line 
of decency, ?nd in the latter would be 
pronounced devilishly daring, though, 
as Mr. Castle said to the audience in 
reference to the public tango contes+ 
staged at the close of the performance 
‘People with social position can do as 
they like.’’ 

Not Dances for the Home. 

The entire performance itself, with 

the exception of the tango, possibly, 
was more of the cabaret than the ball- 
room order—dances to be seen but not 
introduced into the home with their 
difficult steps, twirling evolutions and 
Slightly exaggerated movements of the 
lower limbs. 
Mrs. Castle at all times was garbed in 
costumes of the cabaret and musica! 
comedy order, and made fulsome display 
of her shapely Chippendale limbs. 

Opening with the one-step, and, grace- 
fully stepping about the stage, the 
Castles gradually accelerated their 
movements until, near the close, they 
showed what wonderful gyrations four 
athietic limbs could accomplish in uni- 
son, and, in the last few steps, Mrs. 
Castle maneuvered in such a manner 
that the little black silk garter on the 
same slender limbs was plainly visible 
more -.an once. | é 
Jean Ott of St. Louis, wife of an artist. 
who is figuring in the divorce court, and 
Holton Kerr stepped the hesitation waltz 
in a manner both pleasing and difficult, 
many steps being introduced which will 
hardly be followed because of their in- 
tricateness, 

Tango in Argentine Costume. 
The tango, so ardently defended by the 
stars of the evening, was shown in Ar- 
gentine costume. Neither isr. nor Mrs. 
Castle was seen to full advantage in 
such costume, and Castle’s elongated 
frame is more sightly when the rear 
of his nether extremities is hidden from 
view by the evening coat. 

But the movements themselves were 
graceful to the extreme and devoid of 
the suggestive touch. Here they really 
demonstrated what a vulgar dance, de- 
odorized and fumigated, can really be. 
All jerky movements of the shoulders, 
the repulsive shaking of the hips and 
the twistings of the body were absent. 
In their place was a graceful, undulat- 
ing swing of the body, which, on Mrs. 
Castle’s part, near the close, was ever 
se little lixe the graceful movements of 
a caged python. 

Devoid of the Dips. 
Yet a careful appraisement of their 
movements inclines one to the belief 
that the Castles are the only one in 
America dancing the real tango, or 
what might be termed the Castle step. 
The general public has danced it far 
differently, and the version of other ex- 
ponents of the Argentine craze sets a 
cifferent pace. 
Slow, dignified and devoid of the dips 
which have so long predominated, it 
was more of a folk dance, a series of 
delightful postures, intricate, graceful 
evolutions to view—but not steps into 
which the teal joy and zest of dancing 
could be inoculated. 
In this number the artists won a com- 
piete ovation, and were forced to re- 
epond to an encore. 

Maxixe Is Introduced. 
In the latter half of the program the 
maxixe, the half and half and the 
Gavotte were introduced in true cabaret, 
fthietic, acrobatic style. The maxixe, 
especially beautiful in many movements, 
Was given an athletic touch which the 
average dancer will never be able to 
reproduce, and which, with the twirl- 
ing and evolutions of the feet, would 
be more at home in musical comedy 
danced by artists of Castletonian slen- 
aerness than at a dress ball by men and 
women of the usual girth attained be- 
tween 20 and 40. 
The gavotte was given in a manner 
not calculated to arouse the envy of 
Pavlowa and Novikoff in the least. As 
the Castles did it, it was graceful, of 
course, but one could not but wonder 
why Mrs. Castle appeared in a gown 
which in the front reached hardly to the 
knees, insomuch as full view of the 
same extremities had been had time and 
again. Paviowa did otherwise. 
The furlana and the polka were put 
on by supporting members of the cast, 
the latter being given in costume on the 
part of the women, but stepped with the

Castle gave several hints to dancers, il- 
lustrated by his assistants. 

The orchestra carried by Castle, 
Europe’s negro aggregation, was ex- 
tremely disappointing, the brass instru- 
ments being very weak. 

Negro Drummer Gets Excore. 

In the presence of their negro drum- 
mer, who was seated on the first apron 
of the stage to the right, the Odeon 
brobably had its first real vaudeville 
Performance given by a negro. This 
negro gyrated and evoluted with his 
arms, his back, his body, and every 
muscle therein, and proved that, while 
the Castles had legs, he had arms, lim- 
ber arms, which could be crossed and 


twisted and uncrossed again, and stil 
“peat the band.” So pleasing was his 
performance to the audience that. dur- 
ing an intermission, when Europe was 
directing his dusky followers in a “dance 
furore,” an encore was demanded of the 
negro who beat the drum. 

The Castles really miss a great pub- 
licity stunt by not placing his name on 
the program and advertising him as the 
teal, g2nuine exponent of drum-beating. 
Ey the manner in which he was greeted 
he could easily holji up the perform- 
ance if the Castles should fall down. 

Following the negro’s exhibition, Ver. 
nor Castle himseif took the negro’s 
place, and, with Europe directing, beat 


the drum himself, but failed to win the 
same applause as the negro. He really 


ts better at dancing.

HOUSE ASKS FO 
OPINION SNGLE 
BROGE ELECTION 


Action Taken to Indicate Body 
Will Vote for It if Baird 
Ruling Is Favorable, 


As a preliminary to action upon the 
Randall free bridge bond bill, the House 
of Delegates Tuesday night adopted a 
resolutian -«-*-t-« City Counselor Baird 


whether a single election under the ini- 
tiative petition would fulfill the charter 
requirements. 

Baird has announced through inter- 

oes ~"biehed in the Post-Dispatch 
that one election is all that is re- 
quired, and the passage of the Ran- 
dall bill, indorsed by 40,000 registered 
voters on the initiative petition, will fix 
the date of this election Nov. 6, as re- 
quired by the voters’ petition. 

The House resolution, offered by Dele- 
gate Gallagher, also asks Baird wheth- 
er the proceeds of bonds that might be 
authorized at such an election would 
be available for the completion of the 
Spans crossing the river or the West- 
ern approach. 

Comptroller Player informed the 
Council members last session, when a 
similar bill was under consideration, 
that the bond funds, if authorized, 
would have to be used solely for the 
completion of the eastern approaches 
of the free bridge. Any surplus that 
existed, Player said, would have to be 
returned to the sinking fund for the 
payment of interest and principal of the 
bond issue. 

Indication of House Action. 
Gallagher’s move is accepted as an 
indication that when Baird justifies the 
single election plan, the House Demo- 
crats, who have so far fought against 
the submission of Reber approach 
bonds, will vote for a single election 
instead of trying to force a preliminary 
election. 

Gallagher and Delegate Brokaw, lead- 
er of the Republican forces, clashed 
over a motion by Delegate Whalen call- 
ing to the attention of Circuit Attorney 
Harvey, a letter from the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, requesting 
that the House demand a grand jury 
investigation of free bridge matters. 
Brokaw moved as a substitute that 
the letter be filed. Gallagher jumped 
to his feet and asked Brokaw if he was 
n a position to explain to the members 
what was meant by the charges that 
the Alton & Mississippi project was 
a grab, and whether there was a com- 
bine in the house. 

No Action on Loop Franchise. 
Brokaw retorted angrily that he made 
his motion in good faith but would agree 
to an investigation if any member 
thought it was necessary. He withdrew 
his motion and seconded Whalen’s mo- 
tion, which was adopted without opposi- 
tion. The letter of Secretary David 
Kreyling of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union did not name any speci- 
fic matters in connection with the free 
bridge to be investigated. It recited 
hat, in. view of charges frequently made, 
it was the duty of the delegates to 
themselves, their families and consti- 
tuents, to have an investigation made. 
Circuit Attorney Harvey told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday that he 
was not going to waste the time of his 
office and the grand jury in making an 
investigation to give the House of Dele- 
gates a clean bill of health He said 
unless definite evidence of some kind 
was presented to the grand jury no ac- 
tion would be taken in response to the 
resolution. 

The house failed to act on the Council 
bill reducing the 60-year loop franchise 
of the Southern Traction bill to % years, 
as Chairman Gallagher of the Railroads 
Committee had predicted. Gallagher’s 
committee reported the bill with a re- 
commendation that it be filed. He then 
moved to suspend the rules to permit 
immediate action, but when Delegate 
Ebrecht, Republican, moved as a sub- 
stitute that it be permitted to lie over

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


- Abuse of Municipal Appropriations 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Much has been recently stated regard'ng the 
mecessary $ cents increase on $100, thereby ra's- 
ing the $1,000,000 which will be necessary for our 
coming annual expenses. If the much-needed 
economy were enforced in the management of 
our municipal institutions, especially relating to 

the admittance of patients in our city hospital, 
an increase of tax rate would not be needed. After 
careful investigation of official records we find 
it costs the taxpayers of St. Louis about 98 cents 
per day for the maintenance of every patient in 
our city hospital, that the average stay is 15.4 
days, making a total cost per patient admitted 
$16.92. Taking a yearly average of 11.500 pa- 
tients admitted to hospital, the cost of their 
maintenance is $173,558. Careful investigators 
have proven beyond doubt that 65 per cent of all 
petients admitted were financially able to pay 
for such service, and would have been better sat- 
isfied if admittance had been refused them, there- 
by forcing them. to go to. pay hospitals. 

This one source of justified economy, among 
many similar ones, will save our taxpayers $112,-

If Con- 
gress would adjourn, or if ‘assurance were 
given that no further drastic laws liable to 
harm btsiness would be passed this session 
the outlook would be additionally brightened. 
The uncertainty at least concerning the action 

‘of the Interstate Commerce Commission on rail- 
road rates is likely to pass within a short time. 
Probably the rates will be increased to some ex- 
tent, if not to the full extent of the railroad 
petition. ) 

The trust legislation cloud, however, will not 
pass away. The anti-trust bills now pending 
in Congress will be enacted into law practically 
in their present forms. 

There are different views of this legislation. 
Trust magnates, promoters and beneficiaries of 
across-the-table deals and high financiers of 
every stripe look upon the anti-trust program as 
a cloud. Others regard it as a bright spot.

SAFETY FIRST ON THE U. RB. 

United Railways accidents in St. Louis killed 
61 persons last year and injured 3669 others, 
making a total of 3720 who were the victims of 
casualties, .Thus, accepting the Census Bureau's 
last estimate of the city population, one out of 
every 200 persons in St. Louis was visited with 
the results of careless United Railways operation. 

The company paid in damages to the injured 
and the estates of those killed, including legal 
expenses, the sum of $657.955. This is 5 per cent 
of the gross revenue of the company. 

A surface company having the United Railways’ 
volume of business cannot be operated: without 
accidents, but these figures are excessive. Ten 
persons are injured every day. One person is 
killed every six days. No matter how many years 
you have been carried in safety, you may be one 
of those killed. 

The company should immediately inaugurate a 
safety-first campaign and place it in charge of 
an expert. The experience of all large transpor- 
tation and industrial enterprises shows that these 
campaigns can greatly reduce the toll im life and 
limb. 

Admitting that a large percentage of those in- 
jured suffered only a trifling disability, the trac- 
tions lines are far too great a menace to the 
welfare of the public. An unbelievable propor- 
tion of the money the company now pays out 
for personal damages can be saved for the im- 
provement of its service. 

The most of these accidents fall within the 
class of easily preventible accidents. Educate the 
people to take no chances with high-powered 
trolley cars. Train employes in the improved 
form of operation that gets people to their desti- 
nation, instead of killing and maiming them. 

A competent safety specialist will be one of 
the most profitable investments the company can 
make in the near future.
